It was the second big victory for 
Shepherd. Last year he was trie: 


on the charge of having dictated 
the will of his millionaire ward, 
and of then causing his death 
eight months later by inoculating 
him with typhoid germs. A jury 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 
Probate Judge Upheld. 

Today’s decision of the Supreme 
Court upholds the action of Judge 
Kickham Scanlan of the Cook 
County Circuit Court, in admitting 
McClintock’s last will and testa- 
ment to probate. The will’s valid- 
ity had been attacked by the young 
millionaire’s 10 cousins and his 
fiancee, Miss Isabelle Pope. Tho 
cousins, McClintock’s only blood 
relations, were left nothing by the 
will, -and Miss Pope was left ony 
an annuity of $8000, which was to 
be administered by Shepherd. 

Lawyers for the cousins and 
Miss Pop@ attacked*tht will as not 
only influenced by Shepherd, but 
showing evidences of his dictation. 
“It was mot drawn by young Mc- 
Clintock,”” they said. 

“Shepherd, his wife and a 
preacher, the appeal said, held a 
prayer meeting in ‘Billy’? McClin- 
tock’s bedroom the day of his 
twenty-first birthday anniversary, 
and on that same day, while Shep- 
herd and his wife stood by, the 
boy called in two domestics and 
had them witness his signature to 
the will. 

Validity Not Passed Upon, 

In the decision, which involved 

only the admitting of the will to 


will itself, the court said: 

“Undue influence is not within 
the realm of the inquiry. Evidence 
concerning it can establish no fact. 
The court is empowered to make 
no finding with respect to it and 
cOnsequently can enter no judg- 
ment concerning it. 

“Whenever our attention has 
been called to the matter we have 
uniformly held that the probate Of 
a will cannot be denied except upon 
the specific grounds mentioned by 
the statute. Undue influence is a 
ground for contesting a will but not 
far resisting {ts probate. The Cir- 
cuit Court was right in admitting 
the will to probate and its order 
therefore is affirmed.”’

for a payment of 72 cents, the 
British Government has done its 
best to send a message to Mars. 

Gravity was maintained by the 
officers of the Central Radio Office 
last night, when Dr. Manfield Rob- 
inson handed in with businesslike 
seriousness a message for Mars, 
some 42,600,000 miles distant, and 
asked the rate. 

The message was prefixed with 
three M’s, which, gRobinson said, 
was the call sign for Mars. It was 
composed of two words, “Opesti- 
nipitia Secomba.”’ The receiving 
clerk asked what the language was, 
and Robinson replied, “No known 
language.”’ 

The message was accepted by the 
clerk for transmission by Great 
Britain’s most powerful radio sta- 
tion, Hilmorton. The sender was 
charged the long-distance shiv rate, 
equivalent to 36 cents a word. 

The clerk informed Dr. Robin- 
gon that he could -not guarantee 
delivery, but the doctor agreed to 
take the risk.

William F. Zumbrunn, general 
counSel of the klan, was described 
before the committee by George 
W. Meyers of Marion, Ind., as the 
legislative agent of the klan at 
Washington and dictator of its po- 
litical policy. Meyers, a former 
member of the klan in the Hoosier 
state, testified that Zumbrunn 
looked after matters before Con- 
gress in which the klan was inter- 
ested, including immigration §re- 
striction, abolishment of parochial 
Schools, “and the seating of United 
States Senator.”

tion, ordered by Adjutant-General 
Black. They announced they 
would tell the guard officers and 
the authorities of Williamson Coun- 
ty that “we have rid Franklin 
County of one faction of the gangs:

The battle area comprises parts 
of three counties—Williamson, 
Franklin and Saline. In Franklin 
County, until the order to “get out” 
was issued today, the Shelton gun- 
men made their headquarters; 
Charley Birger’s home is at Har- 
risburg, in Saline County: and It is 
just over the line in Williamson 
County where Birger's stronghold 
is maintained and where most of 
the recent gun play has taken place.

“Shaw's Garden” early today were 
Shelton gangsters, as is presumed,

He still bears in his stalwart 
figure the mark of years spent as 
a cavalryman in the United States 
army. His wavy black hair is 
thrown back careleasly from a cap 
set at jaunty angle on the back. of 
his head. 

Greets Reporter Cordially. 

He extends his hand cordially. 
He is smiling and his manner is 
pleasant. “I am glad you called, I 
am gure,” he tells the correspond- 
ent. ‘‘Won't you come in?” and he 
waves his hand gracefully toward 
the open door, 

Through a reception hall into a 
bedroom, and he motions the vis- 
itor to a chair. The room is well- 
kept, like the rest of the house, but 
the bed is unmade. The shades on 
the windows facing the road are 
drawn. There is an ominous bullet 
hole through one and just above 
the bed is the mark of a slug that 
has imbedded itself in the wall. 

There freely and apparently with 
no concealment of salient fact, 
Birger yesterday afternoon began 
his story of this new war which 
flamed up more than two months 
ago in the ranks of the county's 
old anti-klan gang,.and in which 
two of Birger’s followers were 
killed last Sunday night.

And under the surface of it all, 
in the state of mind shown by the 
gang leader in his every expres- 
sion, lay the realization which is 
now biting home to the citizens of 
Williamson County—the county is 
helpless to resist any Illegal act, 
no matter how defiant of law: that 
even more than in, the troubled 
days when the klan was in power. 
the rifle, the automatic and the 
machine gun are the law, and that 
the two gangs, having declared 
war on each other, must fight it 
out. 

There is no adequate agency to 
enforce law and utterly no pro- 
tection. The only consolation of 
the honest citizen lies In the real- 
ization that the gangs want to 
harm no one but each othor, and 
that their members, for the most 
part, are sufficiently expvrt with 
firearms to keep thelr bulicts away 
from bystanders. 

Birger seated himself at a ta- 
ble and went easily into a discus- 
sion of the gang war.

“That's what you get for squeal- 
ing on Blackie,” one of the pair 
said as they hurried through a rear 
entrance. | 

“Blackie” is believed to be Frank 
Hunter, postoffice robber, now 
serving a sentence of 25 years at 
Leavenworth prison. Hunter was 
convicted Sept. 11, 1925. in the Dis- 
trict Court at Danville, chiefly on 
Swanson’'s testimony. of looting the 
Paxton postoffice/the night of May 
17. The sentence likewise covered 
“Blackie’s” part in the looting of 
the Rankin postoffice, following 
which he and two confederates 
were captured June 2, 1925. Hunter 
pleaded guilty of the Rankin job. 
but declared he was innocent of 
any part in the Paxton robbery.

If Congress 
desired, it could repeal the Volstead act and have 
'no law to enforce the constitutional amendment. 
'There would be no enforceable law in the United 
| States carrying out the constitutional amendment. 
No penalty would attach to the manufacture, sale 
‘and transportation of liquor of any alcoholic content. 
‘Congress could modify the act to any degree it 
deemed advisable, and no power on earth could make 
Congress pass any law to enforce the _ eighteenth 
amendment, or to forbid any particular alcoholic 
content. 

The provisions of the Constitution are dormant un- 
less Congress gives them force by enacting legisla- 
tion to carry them out. The fourteenth amendment 
is a conspicuous example of powers in the Constitu- 
tion that have been neglected for years, unless Con- 
gress saw fit to give them life and vigor by enforce- 
ment laws. 

If Senator Williams doesn’t know this he doesn’t 
know enough to qualify as a United States Senator. 
He is merely trying to shield his own evasion of the 
prohibition issue by misleading the people with re- 
gard to the power of Congress to modify the Vol- 
stead act. 

Another point on which Senator Williams is try- 
ing to mislead the people is the tariff. He is plead- 
ing the old, worn-out bunk that any tariff law that 
happens to be on the statute books is necessary to 
maintain the standard of American wages. In short, 
his plea is that the Fordney-McCumber tariff act is 
nécessary to maintain the wages of American work- 
men. 

How high must protective tariffs be in order to 
maintain wages? Is it necessary to enable the tariff 


they may pay a small share of their plunder to work- 
ingmen, if they pay any at all? Wages are not fixed 
by protective tariffs, as strikes in highly protected 
manufacturing establishments have proved time and 
again. What has the present tariff, the highest in 
the history of the country, done for the workers in 
the textile mills of New England, most of which have 
been closed? 

The Post-Dispatch showed conclusively that great 
manufacturing interests can prosper and pay high 
wages without any tariff. The present tariff law is 
enabling the protected manufacturers to take over 
four billion dollars out of the pockets of the people. 

Senator Williams says falsely that Maj. Hawes, his 
Democratic opponent, wants free trade. Maj. Hawes 
is pleading for modification of the Fordney-McCum: 
ber tariff taxes, as.he is pleading for a modification 
of the Volstead act. He wants the tariffs reduced 
to a refisonable basis, so that the prices of protected 
commodities may be reduced. He is pleading for re- 


lief for the farmer, who is getting low prices for his 


products and is paying high prices for his commodi- 
ties. He is pleading for the relief of all consumers 
who pay excessive prices for what they buy on ac- 
count of excessive tariff taxes. He is pleading for 
the relief of business, which is suffering from ex- 
cessive prices which discourage purchasing. 

When any public man pleads that the excessive 
tariff taxes levied by Fordney-McCumber law are 
necessary to prosperity and to maintain the American 
standard of wages, he is dealing in pure bunk. He 
is pleading for the favored interests that fatten on 
the oppression of the people.

DR. CLOUD’S WORK. 


“So eloquent that even the deaf would be madé 
to weep” might sound like a mere paradoxical figure 
of speech, but that was literally true in St. Louis the 
other day. Hundreds of deaf persons were moved to 
tears at the mention—in the sign language of the 
deaf—of the name of the Rev. Dr. James Henry 
Cloud, who died last week. Devoid of the gift of 
hearing, they had gathered at his funeral service 
to watch rather than to hear his eulogy presented 
in a way that was understandable to them. 

Specifically, his benefactions in behalf of those 
lacking the auditory sense were so numerous that 
Dr. Cloud was termed simply and adequately, “edu- 
eator and friend of the deaf.” He conducted St. 
Thomas’ Mission For the Deaf in Christ Church Ca- 
thedral for the past 36 years, and he was principal 
of the Gallaudet public School for the Deaf from 
1890 until 1922. Dr. Cloud was one of those inspir- 
ing men who, content with obscurity, persist in try- 
ing to make life bearable and perhaps enjoyable for 
the afflicted. The discovery of such men going 
about the tasks they set for themselves renews faith 
in mankind. 
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“We have made great strides under Republican 
rule,” says former Mayor Kiel.
